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Vacation Church Schools 
Taught Christian Conduct 


The closing exercises of the 
Daily Vacation Church School at 
Ballardvale last Monday evening 
brought to an end the work of the 
two vacation church schools in An- 
dover, which were sponsored by 
the Andover Council of Churches. 
The other school which partici- 
pated in this activity, the one at 
the Free church, concluded its 
sessions two weeks ago. 


It is doubtful if more than a 
few people in this town realize the 
nature and the value of the work 
that has been done in these 
schools, or know how many people 
have given freely of their time 
and energy to plan and carry out 
a worthwhile program. 


At the Free Church School the 
sessions extended over two weeks, 
July 14-25, five days a week, from 
9 until 11:45 a. m. Seventy-six 
children were enrolled, represent- 
ing three departments, kindergar- 
ten, primary and junior, with an 
average attendance of fifty-five. 


The theme, or primary purpose 
of this school was to teach the 
children how to work with God in 
His world, and was approached in 
two ways: (1) by providing oppor- 
tunities to learn to know God 
better and to discover how He 
works in the world; (2) by pro- 
viding experience in helping God 
to make this an orderly, happy 
world through practicing Christian 
conduct in every-day living. 

The daily schedule was as fol- 
lows: 9-9:20, worship service, en- 
tire school; 9:20-11:30, instruc- 
tion, music, games and other ac- 
tivities, handwork, planned to suit 
the needs and wishes of each age 
group; 11:30-11:45, closing ex- 
ercises, 

The handwork was planned so 
that each child could enjoy some 
definite accomplishment during 
the session and might have some- 
thing to keep, something to give 
to a friend or’ member of the fam- 
ily, and something to share with 
others outside. 


The children brought daily offer- 
ings to the schools, and, including 
the collection at the closing exer- 
cises, which a large’ number of 
parents and friends attended, they 
contributed the astonishing total 
of $46.38. This money was used 
for the relief of unfortunate chil- 
dren in Europe. 

Mrs. C. Edward Buchan was the 
director of the school, and was 
also in charge of one of the de- 
partments. She was assisted by a 
faculty of thirteen: Rey.

Tree Warden and 
A.V.LS. Join in 


|Poison Ivy Control 


Through the generosity of the 
Andover Village Improvement so- 
ciety in providing the tree warden 
with 2350 pounds of ammonium 
sulfamate at a cost of $480, sev- 
eral miles of roadsides have been 
sprayed in an effort to eradicate 
poison ivy. Ammonium sulfamate 
was dissolved in water at the rate 
of one pound per gallon and 
sprayed on the leaves of the ivy. 

The chemical works from the 
leaves down through the stem of 
the plant to the roots. The ivy 
wilts in a day or two and dries up 
in about a week. The chemical is 


not dangerous to use, is. not 
poisonous and is not long harmful 
to the soil. Anyone using am- 
monium sulfamate should remem- 
ber to clean out his sprayer after 
use, as the chemical will corrode 
metals in a short time. Washing 
soda or hydrated lime will help 
clean the sprayer and counteract 
the effects of the chemical. 
Poison ivy ig a very persistent 
plant to all forms of attack, and 


it must not be expected that one} 


spray will be permanent. A few 
roots of the plant may escape and 


at regular strength, but it requires 
double the amount to kill poison 
ivy. It is harmless to metals, is 
not poisonous and does not harm 
most grasses or evergreens. 


Care should be taken when 
using the above chemicals to keep 
the spray from drifting onto valu- 
able shrubs or plants. 

The roadside mower used by the 
tree department is proving a help 
in keeping poison ivy back from 
the edges of our roadsides.
